* 1793-1857,  has  long  held  a particular 
charm  for  American  collectors.  Up  to 
about  the  end  of  the  last  century,  they 
could  be  classed  as  the  "Blue  Chips"  of 
American  Numismatics.  Since  that  time, 
the  rarities  in  the  series  of  early  gold 
coins  have  commanded  higher  prices, 
but  for  the  period  1860-1900,  gem  cents 
brought  higher  prices  than  the  rarest 
gold  coins.  There  were  several  reasons 
for  this,  but  undoubtedly  the  chief  rea- 
son was  that  the  gold  coins  were  not 
generally  collected  at  the  time,  and 
their  rarity  not  appreciated.  The  rarity 
of  cents  in  choice  condition  however, 
was  well  known,  and  since  every  collec- 
tion contained  a set  of  cents,  the  gems 
were  eagerly  sought  after. 

A study  of  the  catalogs  of  auction 
sales  held  during  the  past  75  years  is 
intensely  interesting  and  offers  the  most 
reliable  guide  to  the  value  of  coins.  It 
is  particularly  interesting  to  trace  indi- 
vidual coins  through  their  pedigree  of 
ownership  as  recorded  in  ihe  cafalogs 
of  auction  sales,  and  it  is  our  intention 
to  discuss  from  time  to  time  in  these 
pages,  interesting  coins  which  have 
added  lustre  to  many  collections,  have 
been  a continuous  source  of  pleasure 
and  safisfaction  to  their  several  owners, 
and  have  at  the  same  time  been  sound, 
and  in  nearly  every  instance,  profitable 
investments  from  a financial  viewpoint. 
To  attempt  any  measure  of  complete- 
ness of  such  a record  would  be  an  ambi- 
tious undertaking  in  the  extreme,  and 
no  such  attempt  is  contemplated.  For 
the  present  issue,  we  have  selected  a 
half-dozen  1793  Cents  to  follow  through 
ihe  cabinets  and  auction-catalogs  of 
several  famous  collectors. 


The  Cents  of  1793  are  of  three  dis- 
tinct types,  usually  referred  to  as  the 
"Chain,"  "Wreath,"  and  "Liberty 
Cap."  Generally  speaking,  the  Cents 
of  this  year  In  ordinary  preservation  are 
not  rare,  all  statements  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.  But  In  uncirculated 
condition  they  certainly  are  rare.  Just 
how  many  strictly  uncirculated  1793 
Cents  there  are  in  existence  today,  no 
one  can  possibly  know,  but  we  feel 
safe  In  venturing  a guess  that  there  are 
not  over  fifty  specimens.  The  following 
auction  history  of  the  specimens  noted 
must  convince  anyone  that  fine  cents 
are  good  property. 

Chain  Type 

In  the  Cleneay  sale  in  1890,  a speci- 
men of  the  Chain  type  on  which  the 
word  AMERICA  Is  abbreviated  to 
AMERI.  sold  for  $100.  This  same 
cent  in  the  Mills  sale  in  1904  brought 
$125.  At  the  Earle  sale  in  1912,  it 
brought  $145  and  four  years  later  at 
the  Bement  sale  $220.

A specimen  of  the  Chain  iype  on 
which  AMERICA  is  spelled  out  in  full, 
in  the  Earle  sale  1912,  brought  $135, 
was  subsequently  sold  in  the  Jackman 
sale  at  $300  and  was  later  in  the  Beck- 
with sale,  1923,  where  it  brought  $430. 
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A specimen  of  Chain  type  with  peri- 
ods after  the  word  LIBERTY  and  the 
date  in  the  Cleneay  sale  In  1890  brought 
$122.50;  in  the  Mills  sale  in  1904,  $235; 
at  the  Earle  sale  1912,  $140  and  at  the 
Bement  sale,  1916,  $300.

A cent  of  this  type  In  the  Windsor 
sale,  1895,  brought  $160.  The  same 
cent  In  the  Earle  sale,  1912,  brought 
$220,  and  four  years  later  at  the  Be- 
ment sale,  $520.

Another  cent  of  the  wreath  type,  but 
of  a slightly  different  variety.  In  the 
Earle  sale  brought  $160.  In  the  Be- 
ment sale,  1916,  it  brought  $360,  and  In 
1933  sold  In  the  Sternberg  collection 
for  $350.  This  sale  was  held  in  April, 
1933,  at  what  was  probably  the  lowest 


ebb  of  the  recent  depression,  when 
many  so-called  "gilt-edge"  securities 
could  be  bought  at  lO^/f  of  their  for- 
mer value,  yet  this  coin  brought  more 
than  97/^  of  its  "all-time-high"  auction 
record,  and  was  bought  by  a dealer. 

Liberty  Cap 

This  type  Is  the  rarest  of  the  three 
types  of  the  year,  there  being  not  more 
than  a half-dozen  specimens  known  in 
uncirculated  condition.  A specimen  in 
the  Cleneay  sale,  1890,  brought  $200. 
The  same  coin  in  the  Mougey  sale,  1910, 
brought  $340  and  in  the  Bement  sale, 
1916,  it  brought  the  record  price  ever 
paid  at  auction  for  a 1793  cent,  $720.

It  will  be  noticed  that  in  only  one 
Instance  is  the  record  of  ownership  of 
these  several  coins  brought  up  to  date. 
The  reason  is  that  many  of  the  gem 
specimens  in  the  Bement  and  other  sales 
were  purchased  by  Col.  Ellsworth  of 
New  York,  and  his  collection  never  found 
Its  way  to  the  auction-block,  having 
been  dispersed  privately  about  ten 
years  ago.  These  coins  are  now  the 
prized  possessions  of  several  collectors, 
and  such  Is  the  allure  of  ownership  of 
such  pieces,  that  it  Is  very  doubtful  if 
any  one  of  them  could  be  bought  for 
any  amount  of  money,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  the  one  in  the  hands  of  a 
dealer.  It  Is  to  be  hoped  however,  that 
they  will  all  again  make  their  appear- 
ance at  auction  at  some  future  time,  so 
that  the  collectors  of  the  future  may  ex- 
perience some  of  the  satisfaction  they 
have  afforded  their  present  and  former 
owners.

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New  5c  Coin  for  Canada  in  1951 

Nickle  has  tor  long  been  one  of  the 
important  mineral  exports  of  Canada. 
90^  of  the  world’s  nickle  is  mined  in 
Canada.  To  commemorate  the  200th 
Anniversary  of  the  first  isolation  of  the 
pure  metal  from  ore  by  a Swedish 
scientist  in  17‘>1,  a new  5c  coin  will 
be  minted  in  Canada  in  195  1. 

The  Finance  Department  of  the  Do' 
minion  of  Canada  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated in  offering  a pri:;c  of  $1,000  for 
the  best  design  for  the  coin.  There  will 
be  four  additional  prizes  of  $250  each 
for  designs  which  will  receive  honorable 
mention. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Selection  Com- 
mittee IS  Mr.  W.  C.  Ronson,  the  Master 
of  the  Mint. 

The  Committee  has  been  flooded  with 
designs  but  I understand  that  only  five 
or  six  of  them  are  considered  to  be  at 
all  suitable. 

The  famous  Canadian  cartoonist,  John 
Collins,  featured  in  the  Montreal  Ga- 
zette a very  clever  cartoon,  suggesting 
that  the  Minister  of  Finance’s  portrait 
would  be  on  the  obverse  as  a tax  collector 
under  the  slogan  “Heads  I Win’’.  On 
the  reverse  under  the  slogan  “Tails  You 
Lose”  he  suggests  a taxpayer  garbed  in 
a barrel,  and  with  the  commemorative 
dates. 

The  Canadian  Numismatic  Association 

The  Ottawa  Coin  Club  decided  to 
change  its  name  to  the  Canadian  Nu- 
mismatic Association  at  its  annual  meet- 
ing as  held  in  January. 

The  new  name  has  been  adopted  since 
almost  half  the  members  live  in  the  other 
provinces  of  Canada,  or  in  the  United 
States. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  new  national  Asso- 


ciation will  quickly  become  national  in 
scope. 

The  founding  President,  Mr.  G.  R.  L. 
Potter,  was  thanked  for  his  magnificent 
contributions  to  the  Club  since  its  for- 
mation and  is  continuing  to  serv'e  as 
Corresponding  Secretary.  Another  of 
the  outstanding  founders  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, Captain  Sheldon  Carroll,  was 
elected  President.  Mr.  M.  Lafortune  will 
continue  as  Vice-President.  Major  P. 
Brunet  has  kindly  agreed  to  continue  as 
Honorary  President. 

This  organization  has  accomplished  a 
great  deal  during  its  comparatively  brief 
existence  and  all  interested  in  Canadian 
numismatics  will  wish  for  this  new 
national  Association  a very  bright  future. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  keeping  in 
touch  with  all  members,  an  extensive 
bulletin  is  being  issued,  the  second  copy 
of  which  has  already  been  received. 

Two  Varieties  Canada  10c  1913 

Very  few  collectors  of  the  regular 
series  of  Canadian  coinage  realize  that 
there  are  two  distinctive  varieties  of  the 
10c  com  of  1913. 

The  differences  which  are  on  the  re- 
verse of  the  coin  are  very  marked.  The 
first  issue  of  that  year  has  very  broad 
leaves  in  the  wreath  and  is  similar  to 
reverse  of  the  years  1911  and  1912. 

The  later  issue  has  a reverse  of  narrow 
leaves  as  in  the  1914  issue. 

Die  Variety  10c  1893 

Mr.  Guy  Potter  of  the  Canadian  Nu- 
mismatic Association,  has  brought  the 
attention  of  collectors  to  the  fact  that 
there  are  two  varieties  of  that  date.  The 
one  variety  has  a flat  top  to  the  three 
while  on  the  (yher  variety  the  top  is 
well  rounded.

In  .letu.il  oper.ition  it  will 
mean  th.it  the  hills  will  he  .leeepted  hy 
the  eh.irtered  h.inks  who  will  torw.ird 
them  to  the  B.ink  of  (hin.id.i.  The  eh.ir- 
tered h.inks  turned  over  to  the  B.ink  of 
Ckinad.i  their  complete  reserve  tor  these 
notes  as  of  the  heLtinniiiLt  ot  this  year. 

To  eommemor.ite  the  ending  ot  this 
important  period  in  C.inadian  h. inking 
history,  Mr.  C.  S.  How.ird,  the  Editor 
of  the  CANADIAN  BANKER,  which 
is  the  otHei.il  lournal  of  the  C.in.idi.in 
I^ankers  Association,  has  published  in 
the  Winter  PAO  issue  a very  tine  27- 
paij;e  article  entitled  ‘‘Canadi.in  Banks 
and  B.ink  Notes:  A Record’’.  It  is  well 
illustrated  .ind  documented,  and  is  the 
finest  article  on  the  suhieet  of  Canadian 
paper  money  which  has  yet  heen  puh- 
lished. 


Previously  students  of  the  paper 
money  of  the  Canadian  hanks  have  had 
to  rely  on  the  e.xcellent  publication  of 
Walker  “The  History  of  Banking  in 
(ianada”  as  published  in  1899,  and  on 
the  equally  tine  publication  hy  Brecken- 
rid^e  in  189^.  The  Canadian  Bank  of 
Commerce,  the  Dominion  Bank,  the 
B.ink  ot  Montreal,  The  Bank  of  Toronto, 
and  the  B.ink  of  Nov.i  Scotia  have  each 
issued  through  the  years  its  own  history 
.ind  in  some  ot  these  publications  con- 
sider.ihle  intormation  is  given  regarding 
their  paper  money  issues.  Particularly 
outst.inding  in  this  respect  is  a three- 
volume  history  ot  the  Canadian  Bank  of 
Commerce  which  includes  the  history 
ot  the  h.inks  they  have  absorbed  and 
illustrates  m.iny  ex.implcs  of  the  paper 
money  ot  these  hanks. 

C’Jne  ot  the  outst.inding  features  of 
Mr.  Howard's  study  is  an  addenda  which 
lists  the  Canadian  hanks,  past  and 
present,  the  dates  on  which  they  opened, 
.ind  where  they  have  been  closed  the 
d.ites  on  which  they  were  closed.  The 
he. id  office  is  noted  and  where  the  hills 
may  he  redeemed  it  they  are  not  worth- 
less. A list  is  also  provided  of  hanks 
incorporated  hut  never  in  operation. 
Changes  of  title  of  hanks  if  given.  A 
further  list  is  provided  of  private  hanks 
not  known  to  have  operated  hut  whose 
notes  are  in  existence,  and  ot  note- 
issuing  hanks  which  are  described  as 
“spurious  ”.  No  effort  is  made  to  list 
the  m.iny  issues  of  Canadian  hanks  hut 
the  fundamental  information  as  given 
will  he  priceless  to  those  interested  in  the 
paper  money  of  Canada  of  which  there 
is  an  ever  increasing  number.-'
